By  mfiana  of  th«  Frsoch  civil  code  the 
first  Napoleou  acquire,!  oue  of  Li*  greato.! 
titles  to  undying  fame  aud  by  like  menus 
like  honor  might  be  secured  by  somebody 
In  the  United  State#.  The  best  plau  is  not 
the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  »ueb  a 
code  by  the  Federal  Oovervmeut— wbiob  of 
course  is  out  of  the  question— bat  tbe  com¬ 
mon  agreement  by  tbe  several  States  to  a 
coda  literally  of  cabstautiaUy  the  same,  ,*o 
that  there  w£U  be  legal  uuiformity  through¬ 
out  the  country.  The  folio wtug  are  eouie 
of  the  provisions  which  might  be  put  into 
the  code :  The  adoption  of  a  general  sys¬ 
tem  of  registration  of  births,  deaths  and 
marriages  would  be  of  the  greatest  utility. 
Were  marriages  cslebrated  only  after  a  suit¬ 
able  publication  of  tbe  bauus  at  tbs  place  of 
each  party’s  domicile  and  theu  duly  re- 
corded,  and  a  memorandum  of  such  cele¬ 
bration  thereupon  entered  ou  tbs  record*  of 
tbs  place  of  each  party’s  birth,  or  fimaricau 
domicile,  there  would  be  fewer  of  tho«« 
painful  cases  of  bigamy  or  polygamy  which 
now  too  frequently  bring  di*iressnpou  fsm 
llies.  We  would  also  like  to  see  a  uniform 
law  fixing  a  suitable  age  as  necessary  to  a 
▼alkl  marriage.  The  age  of  consent  under 
tbe  English  common  law  is  altogether  too 
low.  *  Why  should  this  age  be  deemed  >uffl 
cient  in  Massachusetts  aud  New  York  and 
insufficient  iu  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois? 
We  suggest  that  the  age  beeTery  where  fixed 
St  eighleaihfor  tmlea  aud  fifteen  for  fe¬ 
males,  as  pppow  (be  law  in  Wixcon»iu.  Tbe 
nation  at  large  has  certainly  an  interest  in 
preventing  tbe  celebration  of  too  early  mar. 
nagea,  when  oue  persou  is  too  young  to 
give  birth  to  vigorous  off«priug  or  tb„  o|her 
too  joung  to  provide  for  iLeir  support. 
There  may  be  uo  serious  objection  to  tha 
adoption  by  each  State  of  iu  own  form  of 
procedure,  though  it  would  evidently  1>« 
more  convenient  to  have  tbe  same  code  of 
procedure  everywhere  in  force.  Why 
should  •  person  be  a  minor  in  one  Stair 
aud  of  full  age  iu  another,  perhaps  an  adja¬ 
cent  one  f  Why  should  such  a  person  l>* 
able  to  coutract  a  valid  marriage  iu  tbs  one 
•nd  not  in  the  other  7 — American  l At  it  It*.
